Such wisdom is foolibhness in the sight of 
God, and the presence of such an individ- 
ual is an afiliction to and an afiliction up- 
on a community, and it is such people 
who prejudice the mimis of many against 
education and thus set a real barrier to 
real progress. 

The Bible is the best book of all books, 


for therein we learn the way pt life. ltis 
not want of time, that keeps us from serv- 
ing God, nor want of means that keeps us 
from giving to His cause. If our souls 
hunger were intense enough, we would 
find time to pray as easily as we now find 
time to eat our meals. If we yearned to 
save dying souls as we yearn to bless our 
own children, family and ourselves, we 
would find something to give and some- 
thing to do to help save souls. The at- 
iem pt to serve God without love is like 
rowing against the tide. 

If we are interested as church members 
should be, there would not be a lack of 
workers as members in the different tal- 
ents alloted us, for organïzation of church 
forces is required to accomplish good, but 
we must remember that the one organïza- 
tion that demands our attention above all 
others is the Church. It is a fact you are 
members of the different auxiliaries of the 
church, but that does not lesson your ob- 
ligations to the Church. 

Organizations of the church should 
offer opportunities for spiritual develop- 
ment, and with each one, increased re- 
sponsibilities and du ties. Do we not know 
that church membership means morè than 
promise to man, or morè than all the 
pledges ?

We are an S. S. C. E. of 20 members. 
We are progressing nicely. We make 
our money in various ways, such as sewing 
carpet rags, quilting, sometimes we get 
a day's Dwork outside of the society 
which we receive one dollar for our work, 
and furnish our dinner, and sometimes we 
work a day and receive fífty cents, and 
the lady of the house furnishes dinner. 
During the past year we have worked four 
days, and have held three socials and one 
oyster supper, and have also madeclothe- 
pin aprons and sold them at twenty-five 
cents a piece. We meet the second Wed- 
nesday in each month. When we do not 
have a day's work, we meet in the after- 
noon. We open our meeting with devo- 
tional exercises, which each one enjoys 
very much. 

During the past year we have made 
about forty-five dollars. We have applied 
twenty-five dollars on our pastor's salary. 
We, as a society, should like very much 
to hear from other S. S. C. E*s. Sisters, 
please write through the Evangelist, that 
we may get new ideas from different socie- 
ties that would be very encouraging to us. 
Let us bind ourselves together in an end- 
less chain, and work for the Master, and 
never "weary in well doing." Your sis-
